My Friends: 


My Mother, Louise A. Turrini, passed away this past December 28, 2008, quietly in her sleep at Vallejo, California’s 
Windsor Care where she had been sent to Rectipernie: from her second ap operation. 


She is now at peace, and she has returned to be my Dad, my late father, who passed away back in 1985, 


Mother was not a coin hobbyist. She was the Mother of a coin hobbyist, a quite avid and active coin hobbyist; but, she 
never really understood why I enjoy this hobby, ‘our world of money’, but, she knew my trips and travels to American 
Numismatic Association’s (ANA) events, those’ late evenings to local coin clubs, plus those Sundays at local coin shows, as well 
as those decades of quarterly Northern California. Numismatic Association (NCNA) Board of Directors meetings in San 
Francisco, California, along with those flights to Canada, obviously, met alt important to me. 


Her support was not, it would seem, in the direct things; rather, it'was what she allowed and provided in opportunity for 
me to enjoy and to excite our hobby. 


For many years, she was a regular attendee at local Vallejo Numismatic Society social functions. She even attended 
funeral services of those who met something to me, as the late ‘Ozzie’ Stout or the murdered ‘Lucky’ Williams. She even 
prepared those famous three-bean salads, adding special vinegar that I refuse to add to my less-than-desirable three-bean salads. 
She took telephone messages for me, and she relayed a message from the late, and beloved, Ronald L. ‘Ron’ Miller once, 
remarking that Ron placed family first, which she thought was class and right. And, when my dress shirts needed a good washing 
and ironing, well, she helped set those right. 


For many years, it was mandatory for any visiting national numismatist to tour my den and to visit my Mother. Among 
those where the late Donald and Helen Carmody, Dr. Walter A. Ostromecki, Jr., John and Nancy Wilson, Clifford L. Mishler, 
William A. Bright, and Kenneth Bressett, for whom she prepared a ravioli lunch that Ken talked about for years after, and others. 
It was, also, obligatory to visit and to be photographed with my Mother. 


For many years, it was her routine with Dad to visit the local Vallejo Numismatic Society’s May dated Shows, always 
in the afternoon, just to wish us well and see what purchases that I had made. In addition, for decades, coming home later after a 
meeting, I would place any of my winnings on the kitchen table for her to examine the following morning. 


, For many years, she met, as read, many of the leaders and movers in our hobby. She and Dad even conversed with my 
first and foremost mentor, and hobby friend, the late Frealin W. ‘Bill’ Cummings, who predicted to them that their only son 
would go far in our ‘world of money’. 


As I wrote above, Mother was not a coin hobbyist, although she did own an 1840 Five Dollar Half Eagle in a necklace 
that was my gift to her decades ago. No, she was not a coin hobbyist, although once, years ago, one evening there was an old Burt 
Lancaster 1950’s movie on the television in which Burt played O’Keefe of Yap Island fame and Yap Stone Money, which was 
shown in the movie. It was then that she learned about Yap Stones, abet via Hollywood. We watched the entire movie together. 


She was my Mother, and as with all mothers, she was there for me. From my first day in Kindergarten to celebrating 
my last day working, she lived along enough to remember ferries on the Bay, Lindbergh flying the Atlantic, Prohibition, and 
whatever the concluded Twentieth (20") Century witnessed. She even did her share with rivets at United States Steel in Oakland, 
California during the Second World War. 


Her testimony and tribute remains that our hobby---- ‘this hobby of kings and king of hobbies’----is made of people, 
individuals, who give care, practice compassion, and share love and hope. ‘Our world of money’ shall always been enriched by 
all those who really make, and promote, it as a hobby of, for, with, and by people.

Alameda Coin Club Due to rising costs voted to increase dues beginning in 2009. Going back
